the two newly created school divisions: E, I. D. School Division 
No. 43 and Bow Valley School Division No. 44, with Mr, J. B. Sum- 
merbell acting in the capacity of Secretary Treasurer. 

It was originally proposed that the rural schools in 
both of these divisions would operate as one unit,, but objections 
were made to having the Irrigation farmers and dry land farmers 
alt in one division, In advancing the arguments in-favor of the 
creation of two divisions instead of one there was a considerable 
amount of misrepresentation and falsification of fact. We do not 
allege it to have been wilful. On the contrary we prefer to at- 
tribute it to meré ignorance or misinformation. 

There is, in fact, no actual tenable reason why the two 
districts could not be operated.as one with some saving in expense 
and ‘the avoidance of duplicaton of records meetings, «tc., ete. 
Sooner or later we opine that the two districts will be amalgamated. 

In the meantime the thanks of the people of this com- 
munity may be extended first to the Government for its insistence 
that there be only one set of officers and offices:and that these be 
located here, and, secondly, to all those who contributed in any 
way towards causing the Government to see the light.

PRECAUTION 


WITH THE COMING of colder weather and the consequent nec- 
essity of larger fires, to maintain adequate temperature in resi- 
dences, and places of business, it might be well to issue a word 
of warning regarding the danger of fire at this time. 


The cold snaps of winter are usually followed by 


numerous calls on the fire department to quench chimney and 
roof fires caused by excessive forcing of fires through 
flues that are, through lack of proper preparation, entirely inade~ 
quate.  Accumulations of soot and ashes in the pipes are com- 
mon: causes of such occurences and until they have been remov- 
ed, precaution should be taken against particularly large fires. 
Old and dilapitated stove pipes are also a cause of many such 
fires and shoyld be replaced by others of a more substanial 
nature. Another cause of dager and one that requires only ‘a 
modicum of care is in the use of open flames’ for thawifig ott 
water pipes! It might also be mentioned that Christmas might

Many invariably refer to a minia- 
ture as a “candid” camera, and ap- 
parently believe that it automati- 
cally gets unusual, unposed snap- 
shots, That isn’t true—any camera 
can catch unposed, “off-guard” 
snaps, under suitable light condi- 
tions. But the miniature’s small size, 
fast lens, and quick action make it 
easier to get “offguard” or.“candid” 
shots. And its convenience is an 
aid in all kinds of snapshooting. 
The miniature is so easy to handle 
and operate that you want to take 
more pictures. The more pictures 
you shoot, the more practice you 
get—and your pictures just natu- 
rally begin to improve. 

One great virtue of a miniature 
camera with a good color-corrected 
lens is that you can, use natural 
color film as easily as black-and- 
white. The original of the picture 
above, a full-color transpareacy, 
shows the little girl’s cheeks, rosy- 
pink, hair sparkling gold against a 
bright blue sky.
